Gambling Non-Commissioned Officers—Sur- 
plas Funds Everywhere But in the Re- 
ecruits® Pockets—The “Post-Dispatch”

The Investigation Ended and the Record 
Ready for Transmission te the Sécretary 
ef War. 


BB EGINNING Sunday, 
August B. there were 
printed iu the Post- 
DISPATCH a series of 
articles on the horrors 
of a recruit’s lite at 
Jefferson Barracks. 
The last of the series 
was printed on Sep- 
tember 8. 
Beginning on Octo- 
ber 1, Lieut. Col. 
Henry W. Lawton, In- 
spector General, as 
President of a Court of Inquiry appointed by 
President Harrison, began at Jefferson Bar- 
racks a formal Investigation of the charges 
contained in that series of articles. 

In the history of newspapers 
there is not one instance of such 
early awakening of an official interest 
—in abuses discovered and published. 

The story ef Jefferson Barracks abuses was 
so plain and so terrible an arraignment of the 
management there that TE could not be over- 
looked. The clear presentation of the case 
convinced the President, the Secretary of War 
and the General of the Army that an official 
investigation was absolutely necessary. 

An investigation must be made mptly to 
] prove the truth of the charges or lift the cloud 


The series of articles ritten by Frank 
R. E. Woodward, a reporter who enlisted in 
the cavalry arm of the service, was sent to 
Jefferson Barracks, endured the abuses for 
over two months and tuen secured an honor- 
able discharge. 

This story was supplemented by the stories 
of other men who had passed through the 
ordeal, and altogether the articles constituted 
a terrible indictment, 

It was charged thatthe recruits were mal 
treated at every turn while in that school of 
instruction. 

It was charged that the recruits were robbed 
of a large portion of ‘the food issued for them 
by the Government, andthe proceeds of this 
robbery went mainly to the benefit of the non- 
commissioned officers. 25 

It was charged that the food furnished, 
while being woefully deficient in quantity, was 
of so dire a quality that often the men could 
not eat it. 

It was charged that the recruits were 
plucked of their money by gambling non- 


| commissioned officers, who had a slave over- 


seer’s charge of them, and could and did in- 


‘| files upon the men indignities of all descrip- 


tions. 

It was charged that recruits who through 
ignorant or wilifal infractions of law or rule 
became liable to any punishment were placed 
in a guard-house that was filthy to the ex- 
treme, and that they were there—at the dis- 
cretion of ed officers—sub- 
jected to most * and inhuman punish- 
ments. 

It was 3 that the recruits were not 
allowed to make complaint of these outrages. 
It they succeeded in getting an opportunity to 
tell their story to a commissioned officer they 
were not believed, and ordinarily they were 
so terrorized by the non-coms that they feared 
in complaining to put themselves in position 
for more abuse. 

There were other charges of a minor sort. 
The above are sufficient, and are the abuses 
peculiar to Jefferson Barracks. 

The Court of Inguiry held its last session 
yesterday. The evidence taken will be bound 
to-dayand to-morrow will be on its way to 
Washington.

duty. At Jefferson Barracks the sergeant as- 
signed to have charge uf the kitchen draws 
the rations for all but one 8 Careful 
consideration of the legal ration 
above, wiil convince the reader thee 1 
suitable for the men, in that no fresh vege 
bies are provided, and that it is limited to 
the bare necessities. The quantities of 
the articles are held by most army men 
to be sufficient, and in some items excessive. 
To secure more variety it isthe custom to 
make savi gs of rations; that is, sell—either 
to the r or to the highest bidder— 
such quantiti-s of the staple provisions as 
can be spared, — r with the pro- 
ceeds of these fresh vegetables and 
luxuries. 


the Court of Inguiry’s sittings the proceeds of 
sales are turned. into a company fund, for 
which the company commander is res nsi- 
bie. He makes egy and rénders 
quarterly account the Adjutant Gene 
of the Army Fs the exact status of 
the company fund. As the savings made 
are from the rations of ali the men in tae com- 
pa 11. is presumed that ali will share alike in 
b esh vegetables and luxuries purchased 
from the proceeds of savings sales. It is not 
presumed that any of that money will be ex- 
pended to buy luxuries for the non-comwis- 
sioned officers only; nor is it expected that 
savings will be made beyond the needs 
of the company. The building up ot a 
company fund must be atthe expense of the 
recruits of the company and represents an 
unjust withholding from the men of food 
necessary to the maintenance of their health 
and strength.

The Basis of the Decision Taking Away

’ WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 18.—The decision 
ofthe Sapreme Court of the Chickasaw Na- 


tion disfranchising the white husbanas of 
Chickasaw squaws and turning them not only 
ut of their seats in the Legislature, but out 
of all citizenship whatever, is the upshot of a 
jong dispute. The increase of agriculture 
among the civilized tribes of the Indian Terri- 
tory bas made the question of land ownership 
more and more important.

he importance of the matter is increased 
the possibility that before long the lands 
8 the five civilized Indian tribes will 
held in severalty, although they 
are exempt from the operations of the 
general severaity law. Hitherto this allot- 
ment has been resisted cn various grounds, 
and largely for the reason that the most luflu- 
@ntial and richest of the Indians are accus- 
tomed to cultivate or otherwise bold to their 
Own uses a larger part of the lands now in 
common than they could hope for under 
lotment system. Of course, should the 
lot ments be carried out, the exclusion of the 
white husbanas of Indian women from all titie 
the land would Igave so much more for the 
lane. But until now marriage vith a Chick- 
ped woman has conferred rights of citizen- 
There is a political feature also in the 
resent trouble.

It now 
ap ears that under the decision of the Chick- 
as aw — 4 Court, taking away rights of 
citizenship trom white husbands of Indian 
women, the Guy party will be the losers in 
the Legislature as well as in the general power 
Ot voting. Accordingly, a political bias will 
be «attributed to the decision whether 
justiy or not. It should be said, how- 
ever, that the power of the Chickasaws 
themselves to determine who are citizens 
seems to be settied by rulings in regard 
to the Cherokees made by the Department of 
the Interior. These rulings rest on decisions 
ofthe Supreme Court ofthe United States in 

arising from the Cherokees. Hence, 

ughtbe late decision of the Chickasaw 
court has caused much consternation among 
those whom it affects, it may be difficult to set 
itaside. Yet, asso much property and so 
many, political rights are involved, ot the 
nterior Department and Congress may 
practically have some influence in the final 
* of the question, as la the more fami- 
lar case ofthe rights of free men among the 
Chickasaws.

The reference to by-laws means the by-laws

THE WHISKY TRUST. 


A Desperate Struggle for Complete Control 
ef the Market. 


CHICAGO, III., Oct. 18.—The News says: The 
Whisky st, which bas been in session in 
this city f several days, is just now engaged 
in a desperate struggle for the complete con- 
trol of the market, the outcome of which is to 
prove whetber it is eventually to prove a 
success or a failure. As everybody knows, 
it already bas within its clutches 


all the Western distilleries save about 
alt a dosen. The fight of the trust against 
those outside the trust bas been a bitter one 
always, but now it is being carried on witb 
more than the usual ene „ The trust bas 
attempted to undersell the outside distillers 
at every point, and the result of the competi- 
tion thus biought about bas been a reduction 
of about 8 cents within the last four or five 
weeks. The latter reduction Is said to be due 
whdlly to the fight of the trust against the out- 
side distilleries; the former, however, may be 
accounted for in part by the cheapness 
ofcorn and improvements in the process of 
manfacture. he occasion forthe speciai ac- 
tivityfof the trust ies probably found in the 
fact that a number of new distilleries hadjbeen 

projected or put in operation. The distilleries 
outside the trust were evidently prosperous. 
Scores of capitalists knew of the immense 
profits of the whisky business and talked of 
going into it, feeling assured that even if 
they could not succeed they could sell out to 
the trust without much loss, and generally the 
case had reached a stage where some- 
thing must be done to demonstrate 
to outsiders that the trust was 
master of the situation and that nobody could 
succeed outside the trust. The wholesale 
dealers, asa rule, seem to regret the success 
and prospects of the trust; they thinkit will 
compell them to pay higher prices and that 
they will not be able to make their present 
profits, because they cannot in turn increase 
the prices charged to consumers. Itis gen- 
erally understood that the trust has a large 
surplus—estimated at from $250,000 to §500,000 
—out of the profits of * business, and that 
itis ready to spend all of this and more to 
make ite power indisputabie.

2 RIOT AT NAVASSA. 


FULL DETAILS OF THE BATTLE BETWEEN 
WHITES AND BLACKS. 


A Trifling Incident Leads to the Massacre in 
Cold Blood of Several White Officers— 
Superintendent Shay, an Amiable and 
Kindly Man, Killed by a Mob of Infuri- 


ated Negroes. 


By Telegraph to tne osr-Disraten. 
New Tonk, Oct. 18.—Further and fuller de- 


taille of the massacre of ive white Americans 
on the Island of Navassa by negro laborers in 
September last, are brought by the Atlas Line 
steamship Athos which arrived about 10 
o’clook yesterday morning at Pier 65, North 
River. Navasea is arocky isiand of vgicanic 
origin, containing about three square miles, 
and is situated about thirty miles southeast of 

Cape Dame Marie, Huyti. It is rich in bird 
guano and is occupied by the Navassa Phos- 
phate Co. which enploys a large force of ne- 
groes to dig and prepare the fertiliser for 
shipment to the American market. There are 
no women on the island, and none of the sex 
is permitted to land. For several years Nav- 
assa has served as a mail station for the 
Hayti-New York mails, - regular fortnightly 
service baving been established, the Atias 
Steamship Co. giving gratuitous service be- 
tween the ports on the southern coast of 
Hayti and the island. The bags collected are 
left in charge of the Superintendent of the 
company, who delivers them to the first 
homeward bound vessel that touches at the 
port after their reception. Up to the léth of 
September last this service had been 
rendered by Mr. Shay, th® Superintendent, an 
amiable and kindly gentieman, an American, 
and believed to have been a native of this 
State. On the afternoon of that day in en- 
deavoring to escape from a murderous gang 
he lost his life, after Arat seeing four of his 
companions 

MASSACRED IN COLD BLOOD. 

The Athos sailed from Port-au-Prince on Sep- 
tember 21 and headed for Navassa for the pur- 
pose of intercepting the steamship Alene of 
the same line and transferring to ber the 
malls from Hayti for New York. On arriving 
at the island the officers of the vessel were 
surprised when they were boarded by 
an officer of the British war- vessel 
Forward, Instead of by Superintendent 


Shay. The officer informed the Captain of the 
Athos that a mutiuy bad taken place, aud that 
of the eleven officers of the Phosphate com- 
ny only six survived and that they were on 
ard the Forward and would be taken dy 
that vessel to Jamaica. Then, after some dif- 
ficulty, the story of the tragedy was learned, 
although the causes leading thereto were not 
made quite clear. The trouble began on Sep- 
tember 13, between one of the ‘‘digging su- 
perintendents, ’ named Roby, and one of the 
ang of men under his chaige. Complaint 
ad been made of inferior food, although this 
afterward proved to be without foundation, 
and resulted ina physical encounter. Roby 
was terribly beaten, and was carried 
into camp wounded and bleeding. This was 
immediately followed by the assembling of an 
angry mod in front of Supt. Shay’s aouse. 
They made threatening demonstrations and 
demanded achangein the administration of 
affairs. The conduct of the mob became so 
viocient that on the foliowing day the Superin- 
tendent ordered the arrest of one of the iabor- 
ers. The officer who attem — 9 to carry out 
this order was set upon and beaten. A free 
fight ensued and in order to frighten off their 
assailants the eleven officers 
BEGAN DISCHARGING THEIR REVOLVERS. 

The negroes retaliated by throwing stones, 
and eventually drove their superiorsinto Mr. 
Shay’s house. Later ou they obtained some 
aynamite and drove the officers out. 
followed and then a man, who ap 
the ring-leader, proposed that the eleven 
men would surrender their arms all further 
hostility would cease. This offer wis fodi- 
ishly accepted. Nv seoner were — 4 — 
heipless than the mob rushed u them 
again. Two of them—Thomas — and 
Thomas N. Foster—were literally chopped to 
pieces. They were stabbed and hack with 
pitiless ferocit and the ground was 
dyed with their life-biood. John McMahon, 
the third vietim, was shot through the head 
and almost instantiy killed. Samuel Marsh 
was wounded in so many places and suffered 
such extreme agony that he became insane, 
and leaping into the sea, was drowned. Supt. 
Shay, tinding such fearfulodds against him, 
sought to escape by flight. He ran up a ledge 
of rocks and, ieaping overboard, struck out 
in the direction oi the British brig Amorette 
lying in the barbor. One of the mutineers 
threw arook, striking the swimmer on the 
head. Poor Buav sank, but whether the blow 
stunned him or he was ‘captared by a shark is 
a matter of conjecture. At all events 

HE WAS NEVER SEEN AGAIN. 

The Captain of the Amoreite, when he found 
out what was going on, immediately weighed 
anchor and setsailfor Moraut Bar, Jamaica, 
and from there sent a cablegram to United 
States Consul Allen at Kingston. By Consul 
Alien’s request the Forward was dispatched to 
Navassa to assist the United States man-otf- 
war Galena, which was at Port-au-Prince. 
No official orders were received and the United 
States man-of-war had no knowledge of what 
was going on until Ootober , when she fell in 
with the Atlas Line steamship Alice and re- 
ceived from hera brief account of the mutiny. 
The Galena immediately started for the island 
and Admiral Gherardi, upon arrival, made a 
thorough and exhaustive investigation. The 
result of this was that thirteen of the supposed 
ring-leaders were Captured, put in irons and 
are now on their way to this on board the 
Galena, One hundred and twenty - four of the 
mob were puton board the Alice and Romance 
and sent to Baltimore.

This simply means that five out of six 
children have to drop out of school by the 
end of four years. Any school manage- 
ment which deprives them of a sufficient 
number of teachers or retards their prog- 
ress in @ssentials during those four years, 
by means that practically exclude or dis- 
courage the attendance of other thousands, 
is obviously a cruel defeat of the most 
beneficent work a school fund or a com- 
mon school system can do. 

To elect a school board independent of 
partisan pulls and jobbing interests—a 
school board that will strive to restore the 
school accommodations and benefits of 
which more than half the children of all 
our cities have been practically deprived 
by musdirected school managgment—a 
school board that will jealously guard the 
expenditure of the million — a year 
we pay for education and see that it is 


not fritterea away, but faithfully and ef- 


fectively applied to essentiale—this is the 
one object of the movement for a Citi- 
zens’ ticket. Let the voters keep that one 
object in mind, and postpone all other 
school questions till that one object is ac- 
complished.

Under no circum- 
stances will the autonomy of the Samoans de 
inveded, but all that e pressure can do 
will be attempted to t inate a movement 
that seems fraught with mischief to the ar- 
rangements lately consummated for the wel- 
fare of the islanders. Whatever the out- 
come of the late proceedings at Apia, 
Germany will beve the moral support 
of the United States in resist- 
ing the elevation of Mataafa. It 
is too early to forecast the consequences of 
what has been done to the yet unratified 
treaty, nor what may follow if it should be 
found necessary to reassemble the conference 
for further negotiation, It is well under- 
stood here that Germany is not in the least 
likely to retreat further. On the other hand, 
there is at least a possibility that Prince Bis- 
marck may decide to treat the affair 
with real or assumed indifference which would 
be felt aga great relief at Washington. The 
importance of this matter (o the United 
States lies primarily in the circumstance that 
by the Convention of Berlin the moral in- 
fluence of this country bas been substituted 
for the mailed hand o: Germany in the 
wuidance of the external relations of 
Bamoa, whatever may have been the 
bottom motives of the German Chancellor 
in aceording a complaisant, if reluctant, 
assent to the demands of the United States. 
It is considered by those quaiified to speak on 
such a subject thatthe conference at Berlin 
took such a course and form as to entitie Ger- 
many to look to this Government for exemp- 
tion from wanton affront or provocation by 
our proteges, Malietoa and Mataafa. 

Germany baving Gone her part in obliterat- 
ing the past, she is heid to be justified in be- 
ing content with nothing less than 
an energetic effort by the United 
States to preyent those for whom they have 
in a sense become responsible from entering 
upon anew course of irritation to German 
feeling and putting forward significant men- 
aces to German interests. It u possible that

AuUsTIN, Tex., Oct. 18.—Three hundred dele- 
gates reached here last night ona special 
train from the great Panbandle to call on the 
Attorney-General, relative to the disturbing 
and clouding of land tities all over that 


section of the state dy reason of 
suits instituted by him and by suits 
he threatens to bring. The threatened 
suit is against the Houston 4 Texas Central 
Railway to recover some two million acres of 
land granted the company by the State, but 
other uits against other railroads are to be 
brought, including lands amounting to sev- 
eral million more acres. Many of the lands 
are occupied by actual settiers and they liken 
the state of affairs to that of evictions in Ire- 
land. They hold the land by virtue of patents 
issued by the State itself and if 
they are defective they want 
the State to remedy the. evil. 
They met the Attorney -General this afternopn 
at 8 o’clock, but have very little hope of ac- 
complishing anything, as in a letter to the 
Commissioner of the Land Office to-day he 
announces his unalterable determination to 
bring the suit regardiess of consequences. He 
says he is guided solely by the law apd not 
by any code of morals. If the delegation fails 
in their mission, as they undoubtedly will, 
then the Governor, who is expected home to- 
morrow from Dallas, will be called on and 
asked to call the Legislature in extra session 
to correct the evils and remove ciouds from 
tities by Legislative enactment.
